REPORT OF SCHCOL COMMITTEE, 


The School Committee of 1874-5, submit the following re- 
port: 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


PRUDENTIAL CommitreEE—Henry Marshall. 

TEACHERS—Hlla F’. Keyes, first term; Amelia P. Scott, se- 
cond term. 

The first term began April 26th, and continued ten weeks. 
Miss Keyes commenced her labors well qualified—having been 
recently graduated at the Mass. State Normal School, at Bridge- 
water. In addition to the practical advantages derived froma 
Normal course, she was aided by the experience gained while 
teaching this school, during the second term of last year.— 
During the past term, much solid work was performed; back- 
ward pupils were encouraged to greater efforts, and all made 
advancement in the studies pursued. The former reputation 
for excellence in penmanship, was fully sustained. The exam- 
imation exercises were peculiarly interesting. The arithmetical 
demonstrations upon the blackboard, and the recitations in ge- 
ography, deserve more than a passing mention. In geography 
the members of the several classes recited with pointerin hand, 
illustrating upon the charts the lessons committed during the 
term, The topical recitations in history and physiology were 
of the highest order. Some attention was given to vocal mu- 
sic. 

Credit is due to generous friends in the district, for furnish- 
ing the desk with chairs, and for the gift of a blackboard.— 
The Committee would also acknowledge, in behalf of the school, 
the receipt of funds, contributed by citizens in the district, 
which were expended for Warren’s Geographical Charts, a Jos- 
lyn Globe, and Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary. 
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The second term, under the charge of Miss Scott, commenced 
Noy. 2d, and was fourteen weeks in length. Miss 8. is a resi- 
dent of the district, and was a pupil of Miss Keyes, during the 
first term of the present year. Notwithstanding the facé, that 
this was her first attempt at teaching, the Committee has no 
hesitancy in saying that her methods of instruction and govern- 
ment compare favorably with teachers of a greater experience. 
Pleasantness united with firmness, seemed to be the secret of 
her success. Algebra, in addition to the common branches, 
was studied. The average attendance is reported as somewhat 
less than that of last term; but this may be accounted for by 
the non-attendance of pupils out of the district, who were pre- 
sent last term. In the colder months the school house is decid- 
edly uncomfortable. The teacher aptly remarks in the regis- 
ter, “I think it was pretty well ventilated this term.” 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


PRUDENTIAL CommitrEE—Henry Colburn. 

TracuBsrR—Hliza A. Thomas, 2 terms. 

The first term began April 18th, and the second Noy. 2nd. 
Both terms were respectively twelve weeks in length. Miss 
T. is well known as a teacher, having taught school, including 
the present term, seventy-five months in this district. In ad- 
dition to the ordinary branches, algebra, philosophy, ancient 
geography and rhetoric, were pursued. English grammar was 
taught orally ; and the instruction received daily tested by the 
parsing of sentences selected from the reading books in use in 
the school. The classes in Colburn’s Arithmetic were far 
above the average. ‘Two examinations occurring on the same 
day prevented the Committee from being present at the clos- 
ing exercises. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


PRUDENTIAL ComMITTEE—Auegustus Morrison. 

TEacHER—Nellie M. Thompson, 2 terms. 

Length of summer term ten weeks; winter term fifteen 
weeks. Miss Thompson had here her first experience in the 
work of teaching. She cou!d not have found a better place in 
which to begin. Algebra and physiology were taught in addi- 
tion to the common branches. Thoroughness was insisted up- 
on in the daily recitations. Lizzie A. Sheridan and Brinton 
M. Webster were each presented with a writing desk. The 
desks were awarded as prizes, the recipients having been 
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neither absent, tardy nor dismissed, and not having failed in 
recitation during the term. The examinations at the close of 
each term were highly satisfactory to the Committee and _ all 
who were present. We take pleasure in endorsing the follow- 
ing remarks made by the teacher in her report: “This term of 
school has been a very pleasant, and, I think, a profitable one. 
The scholars have, without exception, been piaisoack and obe- 
dient, and have manifested a commendable degree of studious- 
ness. ‘There has not been a single instance of cor Bi = pun- 
ishment.” 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


PRUDENTIAL CommirtEE—John H. Baker. 

TEACHER—Lottie E. Harris, 3 terms. 

The first term was ten weeks in length, and the second six. 
We are unable to give the length of the third as the register 
has not yet been received. Miss H. is a teacher of some ex- 
perience, and did much hard work during the three consecu- 
tive terms. At each visit it was noticed that considerable im- 
provement had been made in reading. Several excellent com- 
positions were read on each of the examination days. The 
rhetorical exercises generally were of more than ordinary in- 
terest. More restlessness was noticed than is compatible with 
good order. Some allowance, however, should be made con- 
sidering the large proportion of small children in this school. 
The closing exercises of the first and second terms were at- 
tended by the Committee. Notice of the third was given by 
the teacher, but the time was afterwards changed without no- 
tice from the Prudential Committee. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


PRUDENTIAL ComMMITT saac Smith. 

TracHeERS—Miss K. A. Thomas, lst term; Lizzie M. Emery, 
2nd term. 

Length of first term ten weeks. The school-house in this 
district is the only one in town that is furnished with the mod- 
ern style of scats. The house is new and the school-room well 
adapted for sshool purposes. At the opening of the term the 
school appeared quiet and orderly, and continued its good 
reputation until the close of the term. None but the common 
branches were pursued. The examination exhibited marked 
improvement in the different branches. The oceasion was in- 
terspersed with interesting rhetorical exercises. 
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The next term was fourteen weeks in length. None of the 
i:igher branches were pursued. The classes in reading and 
spelling were not excelled by any in town. A large list of 
words from the reading books were committed to memory and 
spelt on the day of examination. Miss H.is a native of the 
district, and on this account deserves extra credit for the good 
order which was maintained throughout the term. Miss Ida 
S. Webster is reported as not having been either dismissed, 
absent or tardy. She also had perfect marks in deportment 
and recitation. Diptheria broke out in the school near the 
close of the term. ‘The school was closed for a short time, 
and was again opened. Soon afterwards the examination ex- 
ercises took place. Quite a large number of visitors were 
present, and were much pleased with the result of the term’s 
work. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


PRUDENTIAL CommitrEE—Jacob F. Spalding. 

TEacHER—F'lora G. Jones, 3 terms. 

The first aud second terms were each ten weeks in length, 
and the third eight. The usual branches were studied, with 
the addition of algebra and physiology. 

The work of teaching was a new task to Miss Jones—a task 
requiring some courage to undertake, this school being one of 
the two largest in numbers of any in town. | 

At each visit the order was good, though sometimes main- 
tained by the exercise of too much severity in manner towards 
the younger pupils. The classes in spelling and in Colburn’s 
Arithmetic deserve honorable mention. The examinations 
were, in the main, satisfactory to the Committee, and of inter- 
est to the large number of visitors. The decoration of the 
school-room, for the closing exercises of the first term, exhibit- 
ed the results of much skill and taste. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


PRUDENTIAL CommitTEE—Newton Colburn. 

TreacHers—Lucie F. Wallace, lst term; Lizzie P. Marden, 
2nd term. | 

The Prudential Committee was fortunate in his selection of 
two teachers of well known experience. Miss W. is a lady of 
pleasant disposition, and one that possesses the power of gov- 
erning a school well without resorting to severe means.— 
Twenty pupils attended to vocal music. Gymnastics were 
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practiced. The classes in geography, history, English gram- 
mar and algebra made excellent progress. At the middle of 
the term a large number of visitors were present, the occasion 
being devoted to recitations and rhetorical exercises. The 
general deportment and high rank in scholarship of nearly ev- 
ery class, merited and won the hearty commendation of all 
those who were familiar with the school. The examination 
was fully worthy of the work of the term. 

The second term was only nine weeks in length. None of 
the higher studies were pursued. The school was well goy- 
erned, the discipline being mild but firm. Thorough instruc- 
tion was given in reading. The little ones were taught to 
count. The classes proved by their recitations on examination 
day that the term, though short, had been an unusually profita- 
ble one, showing the results of hard application. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


PRUDENTIAL ComMMITTEE—Edward Cross. 
TeacHers—Arvilla Hamblett, lst term; Laura Center, 2nd 


term. | 


The teacher found in this school a good field in which to 
employ her energies, one that had been previously well tilled, 
judging from the recitations of the scholars at the beginning of 
the term. Miss H. gave much attention to the instruction of 


the younger pupils, while the older ones found ample assist- 


ance at her hands. Exercises upon the blackboard for the in- 
struction of the classes in mathematics were made a specialty. 
The examination was highly creditable to all concerned. 

The second term opened under the direction of an experi- 
enced teacher, and continued prosperous until the close. At 
the first visit it was noticed that good order prevailed in the 
school-room. The daily exercises were conducted with energy, 
promptness being required in each recitation. The Commiitee 
regrets that he was absent from the State at the time of ex- 
amination. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


PrupENTIAL Commirren—Moses A. Putnam. 

TEACHERS—Sarah. J. Coburn, 2 terms; Flora G. Jones, 3rd 
term. 

The first term was ten weeks in length and the second nine. 
During the term funds were solicited by subscription by Miss 
Nina H. Senter, one of the pupils, with which a set of Warren’s 
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Geographical Charts were purchased. Miss C. put forth much 
effort for the educational welfare of the school. At each visit 
of the Committee it appeared that considerable progress was 
being made. Candor, however, compels the statement that the 
methods of dicipline were too lax. A contagious disease 


breaking out in the district, the teacher, with the consent of 


both committees, closed the school without an examination. 
The third term did not begin until late in the season. At 


the present time the school is in session under the charge of — 


Miss Jones. ‘The school is prospering under her direction, 
and already considerable progress has been noticed. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE OF 1873-—4—Aaron Cutler.

TEACHERS—Addie M. Greeley, second term, 1873-4; Luella 
EK. Campbell, 1st term; M. Carrie Kidder, 2nd term. 

The second term for the year 1875-4 did not close until af- 
ter the beginning of the present official year, your Committee, 
therefore, takes pleasure in appending the following report to 
that ot the Superintendent of last year: Length of school in 
weeks eighteen. Only the common branches were pursued.— 
We have good reason for believing that the school was orderly, 
and that the pupils made a commendable degree of advance- 
ment. The examination indicated that thorough work had 
been performed. 

The first (regular) session commenced on the twentieth day 
ot April, and was ten weeks in length. Previous to the open- 
ing of the term, the school-room was furnished witha com- 
plete set of Warren’s Geographical Charts, a Joslyn Terrestrial 
globe, and a new chair for the use of the teacher. Credit is 
due to Miss Alice G. Smith, one of the pupils, for raising funds 
by subscription for the purchase of an Unabridged Dictionary. 

Miss Campbell is a teacher of considerable experience, hay- 
ing successfully taught five terms of school in adjacent towns. 
She won the love and respect of her scholars at the beginning 
of the term; and as a consequent result good order was easily 
maintained. Order owt of as well as within study hours.— 
This deserves especial commendation, for while healthful sports 
ought ever to be encouraged, due restraint should be exercised 
by teachers over their pupils in the school room, during inter- 
mission, and proper conduct required toward those who pass 
the school house from day to day. Steady progress was made 
throughout the term. The examination was satisfactory to 


—————— 
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' the Committee and visitors. The exercises upon the Chart of 
the United States, by a class of the younger pupils, is worthy 
of notice. Some time after the school had closed, Miss C. was 
agreeably surprised by a visit from her former pupils in this 
school. She was then presented with an elegant chair, by 
Miss Annie M. Smith, in behalf of the school. 

. The second term began Aug. 17th, and closed Dec. 10th.— 
Miss K. entered upon her wor k trammeled by several untoward 

circumstances. Soon after the term had commenced it became 
apparent that some prejudice had been contracted against the 
teacher previous to the opening of the school. This, together 
with the fact, that the time for the school to commence had 
been fixed upon at a date too early for the convenience of a 
majority of the pupils instituted an unpleasant state of affairs. 
Much irregular attendance was the sad result. Those, how- 
ever, who ‘did attend made fair progress, as the exercises on 
the public day, previous to the short vacation, showed forth. 

After the vacation, the school began under more favorable 
auspices, more regularity of atteudance, interest, and good feel- 
ing prev ailed, and considerable progress was made. We re- 
gret that near the close some eeu tess arose, which re- 
sulted in the absence of severa! pupils from the examination. 
The examination of those who did attend was satisfactory, 
showing the results of faithful application and instruction. 

The writer confesses a feeling of sadness on the completion 
of the duties of his ofice—duties, which, however unworthily 
they have been performed, have been attempted in the spirit 
of honesty, and witha deep sense of regard for the youth of 

the town. Their kind treatment, and respectful courtesy, will 
ever be tenderly cherished in his memory.
